Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1954. 

Once  again  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  record  further  slight 
improvements,  shown  later  in  this  report  in  statistical  form,  in  the 
health  of  the  people  of  Coseley. 

The  steady  decline  in  the  birth-rate,  which  has  been  a notice- 
able feature  since  the  war,  has  continued.  The  crude  rate  has 
fallen  more  sharply  than  in  recent  years  and  in  1954  was  14.9  per 
1,000  population  as  against  16.4  in  1953.  The  standardised  rate  was 
13.7  as  against  15.6.  In  my  view  this  decline  is  welcome  and  it  is 
a pity  that  a similar  trend  has  not  occurred  universally.  The 
number  of  still-births  was  the  same  as  the  1953  figure,  16,  and  this 
figure  gives  a slightly  higher  rate  as  a smaller  population  was 
involved. 

There  has  been  another  small  but  gratifying  fall  in  the  crude 
death-rate,  8.91  per  1,000  population  in  1953  and  8.59  in  1954.  The 
standardised  rate,  has,  however,  risen  a little  owing  to  a slight 
increase  in  the  area  comparability  factor.  There  has  been  a sharp 
drop  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  from  39.4  per  1,000  live  births  in 
1953  to  26.1  in  1954.  There  were  23  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  in  1953  and  13  in  1954.  This  appreciable  fall,  while  very 
welcome,  should  be  judged  in  the  light  of  the  small  numbers 
involved,  as  should  the  slight  rise  in  the  still-birth  rate. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease,  detailed  in  Section  B of  this 
report  have  been  markedly  fewer.  393  original  notifications  were 
received  during  1954  as  against  933  in  1953.  There  were  nearly  500 
fewer  cases  of  measles  than  in  1953  which  was  a bad  measles  year. 
The  1954  figures  for  other  diseases  were  roughly  comparable  with 
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those  of  the  previous  year  with  the  exception  of  those  for  dysentery. 
Here  there  was  a five-fold  increase  of  from  3 to  15.  I do  not  think 
any  great  significance  should  be  attached  to  this  increase  as  the 
majority  of  notifications  came  from  one  doctor  of  the  twenty  or  so 
having  appreciable  numbers  of  patients  in  this  district. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria,  which  is  discussed  in  Section  B, 
decreased.  Of  31  original  notifications,  7 were  confirmed.  There 
were  no  deaths.  The  incidence  of  confirmed  cases  of  this  disease,  7, 
is  the  lowest  experienced  in  the  area  for  33  years  and  this,  one  hopes, 
does  indicate  progress.  The  disease  is  still,  however,  a problem  for 
the  situation  cannot  be  regarded  as  being  satisfactory  until  there  is 
no  diphtheria  whatever.  May  I remind  you  that  there  was  a com- 
paratively low  incidence  in  1950  and  that  in  1951  there  was  a severe 
outbreak.  Experience  in  1955  up  to  the  time  of  this  report  does  not 
suggest  a repetition  of  the  1951  outbreak  and  a further  advance  is 
hoped  for. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  note  in  Section  B a further  fall  in  the 
number  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis.  This  fall  was  particularly 
pleasing  as  the  number  of  notifications  includes  7 cases  of  active 
disease  discovered  during  a survey  of  the  area  carried  out  by  the 
Wolverhampton  Mass  Radiography  Unit  during  the  year.  The 
policy  of  granting  high  priorities  for  rehousing  purposes  to  those 
families  unsuitably  housed  has  been  continued,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  this  policy  will  bear  fruit  in  future  years. 

As  a result  of  the  foreshadowed  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act,  1954,  the  emphasis  in  housing  shifted  to  a more  practical 
consideration  of  the  actual  houses  needing  replacement  in  the  course 
of  a slum  clearance  scheme.  As  much  of  the  sanitary  inspectors’ 
time  as  could  reasonably  be  spared  for  this  work  was  assigned  to  it, 
and  enough  progress  in  the  survey  of  the  area  was  made  to  enable 
an  estimate  of  t lie  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  area  to  be  made. 
This  number  was  2,000.  .Shortages  of  technical  staff  were  felt 
keenly  during  the  year  and  it  became  more  than  ever  obvious  that 
extra  pay  would  have  to  be  offered  to  induce  sanitary  inspectors  to 
work  in  your  industrial  area. 

Meat  inspection  again  became  your  responsibility  on  2nd  July, 
1954,  the  Ministry  of  Food  relinquishing  its  responsibility  for  the 
slaughter  of  animals  on  29th  June.  Satisfactory  arrangements  for 
ensuring  that  adequate  slaughtering  facilities  were  available  for  the 
needs  of  your  area  were  made.  Unfortunately  staff  shortages  and 
the  partiality  of  the  trade  for  evening  slaughter,  with  attendant 
evening  meat  inspection,  have  further  burdened  the  sanitary 
inspectors. 
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The  Health  Department,  in  common  with  other  departments, 
has  again  been  forced  to  spend  a certain  amount  of  time  in  preparing 
data  to  assist  in  repulsing  the  now  customary  unwelcome  advances 
of  neighbouring  boroughs  and  of  the  County  Council.  These 
attacks  on  the  integrity  of  Coseley  appear  likely  to  become  an 
annual  feature  of  the  local  government  scene  in  this  district.  They 
involve  much  waste  of  time,  and,  consequently,  public  money. 

Your  attention  is  drawn  to  Section  D in  which  I have  again  to 
report  inadequacies  in  the  water  supply  in  certain  parts  of  your 
district. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  has  again  occupied  much  time.  The 
co-operation  received  from  the  manufacturers  has  once  more  been 
almost  universally  good,  both  with  our  staff  and  with  that  of  the 
National  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service.  This  latter  body 
conducted  an  examination  during  1954  of  the  works  in  Coseley,  and 
its  engineers  gave  useful  and  expert  advice.  Certain  problems  of 
pollution  remain  in  the  district  ; but  in  no  case  is  there  a problem 
because  the  works  management  will  not  take  action  or  is  disinteres- 
ted. Money  has  been  spent  freely  as  much  of  the  necessary  plant  is 
expensive.  In  certain  cases  there  has  been  trouble  in  obtaining 
designs  of  suitable  plants  and  in  others  delivery  has  been  delayed. 

I should  like  once  again  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  help.  I should  like 
particularly  to  mention  the  loyal  way  in  which  Mr.  Parkes  has 
performed  the  unreasonably  burdensome  duties  in  connection  with 
meat  inspection.

Diphtheria. 

There  were  31  original  notifications  of  this  disease  in  Coseley 
during  1954.  7 of  these  notifications  were  confirmed  in  hospital. 

There  were  no  deaths.  As  stated  earlier  in  this  report,  this  is  the 
lowest  incidence  of  the  disease  since  1921. 

The  age  incidence  of  the  disease,  compared  with  that  of  recent 
years,  was  as  follows  : —

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I he  inoculation  history  of  the  7 confirmed  cases  is  interesting. 
The  pre-school  child  had  not  been  immunised.  3 of  the  four  school- 
children  had  been  immunised  and  the  fourth  had  received  one 
injection  ten  days  before  the  onset  of  the  disease.  Neither  of  those 
over  school  age  had  been  inoculated. 

In  addition  to  the  confirmed  cases,  nineteen  other  persons 
were  found  to  have  positive  swabs.  The  majority  of  these  were 
children  who  were  in  some  way  connected  with  four  of  the  confirmed 
cases.  Most  of  the  carriers  had  been  immunised. 

The  organism  found  in  all  but  one  of  the  cases  was  gravis 
diphtheria. 

The  records  for  1954  are,  therefore,  encouraging.  The  situa- 
tion is,  nevertheless,  not  satisfactory,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
parents  of  pre-school  children  will  present  their  children  for  inocula- 
tion in  greater  numbers  than  hitherto  and  that  the  number  of 
school-children  receiving  protection  will  not  fall  from  its  present 
satisfactory  level.

The  revised  totals  exclude  those  patients  brought  into  the 
district  as  a result  of  rehousing  by  Dudley  County  Borough  in  the 
Parkes  Hall  area.  The  figures  in  parenthesis  are  the  actual  numbers 
of  Dudley  patients  involved.  On  April  1st,  1954,  the  Dudley 
patients  returned  to  Dudley. 

7 of  the  43  notifications  made  were  as  a direct  result  of  a survey 
of  your  area  by  the  Wolverhampton  Mass  Radiography  Unit  during 
which  1,713  persons  were  radiographed. 
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Our  Health  Visitors  made  660  visits  to  tuberculosis  cases 
during  the  year. 

The  policy  of  rehousing  families  in  which  there  is  a risk  of  the 
spread  of  tuberculosis  or  in  which  it  is  thought  that  living  conditions 
of  individual  patients  are  unsuitable  was  again  pursued  energetically. 

Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery. 

There  were  two  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during 
the  year.  There  .were  fifteen  apparently  unconnected  cases  of 
dysentery  notified,  the  majority  of  the  notifications  being  received 
from  one  doctor.

SECTION  D. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  by  the  South  Staffordshire 
Water  Company  and  by  the  Boroughs  of  Wolverhampton  and 
Bilston. 

The  quality  of  the  water  in  all  areas  has  been  good  and  twelve 
analyses  in  1964  have  all  been  satisfactory. 
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There  have  again  in  1954  been  inadequate  supplies  in  parts  of 
those  areas  of  yOur  district  supplied  by  tire  Bilston  Water  Under- 
taking. In  my  opinion  there  is  now  ample  evidence  to  support  the 
view  that  a failure  in  this  water  supply  system  is  liable  to  occur  at 
any  time  in  some  part  or  another  of  its  area.  So  that  the  extent  of 
the  problem  may  be  realized,  I give  below  a table  indicating  roughly 
the  relative  sizes  of  the  areas  served  by  the  three  water  under- 
takings : —

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1954. 

Duripg  the  year  we  had  the  transference  of  the  responsibility 
for  Meat  Inspection  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  the  Local  Authori- 
ties, after  a period  of  control  and  rationing.  This  aspect  of  our 
work  has  occupied  much  time  in  office  hours  as  well  as  considerable 
overtime,  and  the  other  work  of  the  Department  has  suffered.  The 
shortage  of  staff  has  aggravated  the  problem. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  has  again  been  a theme  with  which  we 
have  been  much  concerned.  Progress,  although  slow,  has  been 
made  and  the  industrialists  have  responded  to  our  requirements. 
I must  again  mention  the  role  played  by  the  stokers  in  this  campaign 
for,  in  my  opinion,  they  could  do  as  much  as  anyone  in  keeping  the 
air  clean. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of 
the  Department  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  their  support 
and  interest  during  the  year.

Business  Premises. 

Post  and  test  baitings  have  been  made  at  business  premises, 
and  when  required  full  treatments  have  been  carried  out. 

Council  Owned  Properties. 

Tips,  brook  courses,  etc.,  have  been  post  baited  and,  when 
found  necessary,  the  necessary  treatments  have  been  applied. 

Private  House  Drains. 

• 28  Drains  were  opened  by  this  Department,  and  on  two 
occasions  the  gully  emptier  had  to  be  engaged.  Payment  was  made 
for  these.  6 others  were  rodded  without  results  and  no  charge  was 
made. 
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Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  is  a subject  that  calls  for  much  attention, 
knowledge  and  application.  The  time  that  can  be  given  to  this 
problem  by  a Health  Department  is  rather  small  unless  staff  is 
employed  specifically  for  the  purpose. 

Furthermore,  the  present  legislation,  in  my  opinion  does  not 
go  far  enough.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  what  powers  will  be 
given  to  Local  Authorities  under  the  proposed  new  legislation. 

At  the  present  time  our  approach  is  one  of  peaceful  negotiation. 
This  would  be  more  effective  if  we  could  use  force  should  it  be 
required.
